This year marks the 20 th anniversary of the Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration. 
During this time, and with the support of many organizations and individuals, the Agency has shaped the 
national dialogue about substance abuse and mental health while playing a major role in supporting 
people and communities across America.
